In each instance the train was stopped 
before any serious damage had been 
done. 

Croasties Placed on Track. 

Following the first, attempt blood- 
hounds were seeured from Jasper coun-~ 
ty, but the trai] was too cold for the 
dogs to follow. Detectives from At- 
lanta came to the scene of the attempt- 
ed wreck, and by tracks that led from 
the railroad track to the house of a 
negro man were able to get their first 
clew ag to the gullity parties. They 
have worked on the case since that 
time. There is no doubt the wreckers 
intended doing a thorough piece of 
work. The crossties were placed across 
the track, and then fastened securely 
by strong stakes on either sidé.

Bitter Debate in Regard to the 
Administration's Railroad 
ill 


NAME OF PRESIDENT 
RECKLESSLY HANDLED 


He Is Accused of Attempting to 
Take the Railroads Out of 
Jurisdiction of United States 
Supreme Court--Aldrich Is 
Charged With Trying to Hide 
Behind the President. 


‘Washington, March 16.—In the 
sharpest debate yet provoked in the 
senate on the administration railroad 
bill, or on this subject in previous ses- 
sions, bitter criticism of the action of 
the supporters of the bill in trying to 
put the measure through without 
amendment elicited from Senator Al- 
drich an admission that the bill could 
be amended. 

This statement was made during the 
second day of Senator Cummins’ 
speech attacking the bill, but not unti! 
after friends of the measure had been 
agcuesed of trying to hide behind the 
president, and the fact that it had 
been drafted at his direction. 

Reckless Handling of Taft's Name. 

For more than two houra the pres- 
ident figured tn the discussion and for 
a time his title, if not his name, was 
bandied about with a freedom that 
amounted almost to recklessness. [fn 
this portion of the debate 
Aldrich. Bailev, Cummins, Root, El- 
kins and Bacon figured conspicuously. 

Senator Cummins contended that the 
proposed provision referring to traffic 
agreements rendered them legal with- 
out their submission to the interstate 
commerce commission. He asserted 
there had been conspicuous silence in 
the committee on this subject and 
thereupen Mr. Crawford turned to 
Senator Aldrich, who is a member of 
coramittee on interstate coin- 
merce, and questioned him as to his 
Interpretation of the meaning of the 
provision, 

Blow at Supreme Court, 

“The whole truth,” interrupted Mr. 
Bailey, before Mr. Aldrich could re- 
ply, “is that the-intention of the pro- 
vision for the repeal of the anti-trust 
law is to reverse the supreme court of 
the United States. The effect and 
purpose is to take the railroads from 
under the supreme court.” 

Mr. Aldrich refuted the intimation 
of the Texas senator, and from this 
colloquy arose a general discussion as 
to whether it had been the original 
intention to include the railroads in 
the original Sherman anti-trust bill, 
during which Mr. Aldrich said that 
no senator who had voted for it had 
the slightest idea that the railroads 
were embraced within its terms. 

“But all the same you are now try- 
ing to take them out of it,” re reiter- 
ated. 

“Il begw pardon, responded Mr. Ald- 
rich, “but that is not true. The sefator 
from Texas is as mistaken as to the pur- 
pose of the proposed law as is the sen- 
ator from fFowa.” 

Mr. Cummins would not admit that 
he could be mistaken, for he declared 
the purpose of the law was written 
broadly on its face. There could be no 
doubt that it repealed the law regard- 
ing traffic agreements, he said. 

Elkins Says Roads Daily Break Law. 

Senator ElKins undertook to refute 
this contention by reading the provi- 
sion regarding the agreements, and in 
so doing broadly asserted that every 
one must Know the railroads violate 
the law every day. This assertion was 
challenged by several senators, but the 
West Virginian held to his pogition and 
asked “now why embarrass the rail- 
roads” 

“True, true,” responded 
mins, half under his breath. 

Mr. Elkins eontended that even 
though agreements were authorized by 
the pending bill, the commission stil! 
would haye contro) of rates, and even 
more comprehensive control then un- 
der the present law.

state commercé commission. In one of 
these speeches the president said, also, 
that in this way the operation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law in reference to 
guch traffic agreemnts would be abolk 
iehed. 

“The senator from Rhode Island,” 
commented Mr. Cummins, “to escape 
the odium which attaches to reporting 
a bill for such a purpose, denieg that 
it ig intended that the bill should re- 
lieve railroad corporations from the 
@ppiication of the anti-trust law.” 

Mr. Cummins will continue 
speech tomorrow.

No General Demand. 

E. R. Guerney, vice president of the 
First National Bank, of Fremont, 
Neb., and a member of the executive 
eouncil of the Bankers’ Association, 
said that the establishment of postal 
savings banks in Nebraska would 
cause withdrawals of large amounts of 
money from the banks of that state, 
seriously upsetting business, There 
was no general demand, he thought, 
for postal savings banks in this state. 
The national and state banks were 
able, he said, to take care of all the 


banking business there. The matter 
of the security and safety of the de- 


|} posits greatly outweighed the consid- 


eration of the interest paid, said Mr. 
Guerney, and if the government estab- 
lished the postal savings banks, offer- 
ing 2 per cent interest, the deposits 
would come to them, even though the 
state banks might be offering 8 or 4 
per cent interest. Security was what 
the people demanded, he said. 
Banks Only Relatively Safe. 

‘The banks are only. relatively 
safe,” said Mr. Guerney, “but the gov- 
ernment is absolutely safe, because it 
has the power of taxation to back it 
up. For that reason the banks can 
never compete with the postal savings 
banks. 

“Regardiess of the fact also thatthe 
postoffice might redeposit the postal 
savings with the local bank, the latter 
is injured because it is deprived of 
the business of many individual de- 


positors., 
“Further, the postal savings bank 
eat measure, 


deposits would, in a 
come from the banks. withdrawal 
of these deposits would cause the 
banks to call some of their loans, 
pinching debtors and generally caus- 
ing a business disturbance.” 

Made Congressmen Laugh. 

Mr. Guerney was closely questioned 
about the banking business of his 
state. He said the legal rate of in- 
terest in Nebraska was 10 per cent, 
“and it has gotten so that we hardly 
ever charge more than that now,” said 
Guerney, guilelessly, while the mem- 
bers of the committee broke out ip a 
|} general laugh. ““‘We generally charge 
5 per cent to the farmer on hig land, 
7 per cent to the merchant, and as to 
the smaller borrower, we charge him 
from 7 per cent on up to whatever he 
will stand.”

COUNTIES FIGHTING 
OVER CONVICT. GARG 


Clarke and Tattnall Both 
Want Their Services. 


Athens, Ga., March 16.—(Special.)— 
The prospect that two counties of the 
state may go into the courts of Geor- 
gia to settle the question of which 
one is entitled to the services of a 
score or more convicts, is the dilemma 
in which Clarke and Tattnall counties 
find themselves at present. 

The situation is this: That a year 
ago Clarke county contracted with the 
authorities of Tattnall county for the 
services of 21 convicts for a period of 
two years. They were secured for 
the purpose of road work and have 
been so employed since they were sent, 
according to the contract. 

Tuesday afternoon, at the regular 
semi-monthly meeting of the county 
commissioners of Clarke, the authori- 
ties of Tattnall presented a demand for 
twenty-one convicts, the demand be- 
ing based upon a technicality of law 
in the contract. The commissioners 
refused the demand, and have an- 
nounced that they will fight the case 
to the highest courts, should the south 
Georgia county insist upon it. 

Clarke county has spent considerable 
money in expenses for the convicts 
since they were secured from Tattnall 
county, and the sentiment here is that 
the matter will probably go to court 
for settlement since the local author- 
ities have taken a firm stand in the 
matter.

Today Colonel Will Adorn 
Himself With Shamrocks 
Sent Him by Irishman. 


Khartoum, March 16.—<After paying 
a second visit to Omdurman today and 
attending the Khartoum gymkKana, 
Colonel Roosevelt, accompanted by 
Slatin Pacha, proceeded to the Amert- 
can mission and addressed the stu- 
dents, numbering more than 200, and 
several hundred old Syrian protestant 
collegians. The former wore tar- 
booshes, red silk caps with tagsels, 
while many of the latter were pic- 
turesquel# attired. 

The ex-president’s arrival was, greet- 
ed with cheers and handclapping and 
Pr. Giffen, head of the institution, in- 
troduced Colonel Roosevelt, whose 
speech at various points was ioudly 
applauded. Coloné!l Roosevelt spoke 
generally of the work of the American 
missions, especially the medical work, 
which was the most valuable in the 
practical work of civilization. He 
thought highly of the American mis- 
sionary and more highly of the mis- 
sionary’s wife who accompanies him. 

“Always,” said the ex-president, 
“the American is a pretty good fellow, 
but his wife is a better fellow still.” 

At the conclusion of the meeting the 
students cheered Colonel Rooseveit 
again and sang college songs. Then 
the party returned to the palace. Later, 
in the afternon, Colonel Roosevelt 
appeared before his friends with a 
slip of shamrock tin his hand.

Chamber of Commeree , to 


Discuss Getting Water 
From Mountain Streams. 


A special committee from the Cham- 
ber of Commerce on Atlanta's water 
supply will meet this morning in the 
chamber at 11 o’clock. This commit- 
tee will consider the feasability of 
obtaining water for the city from 
some of the mountain streams at some 
future time, if the Chattahoochee river 
should become polluted or its water is 
ever otherwise unfit for use. 

The problem is one for the future, 
but it is believed that steps might 
now be taken which would be bene- 
ficial. 

In 1890, when the present water- 
works were built, plans for getting 
water from the mountain rivers were 
discussed, but at that time too much 
money was involved for anything to 
be done in that direction. 

The two plans that may be consider- 
ed by the Chamber of Commerce com- 
mittee are to get water through con- 
duits from either the Soque river in 
Dawson county, 76 milés from Atlanta, 
or from the Amicalola river.’ in 
Habersham county, 106 miles from “At- 
lanta.

HE HAS NOBODY BUT HIMSELF TO BLAME. ! 

If Commander Peary and his interested. personal friends have 
occasion to think that the public has dealt harshly with him, he has 
nobody.to blame but himself. 

He voluntarily chose to place his achievements upon a commer- 
cial basis ‘and he has no right to complain at being measured by the 
stern exactions controlling an ordinary business proposition. 

All efforts to obtain from him final and convincing evidence sub- 
stantiating his assertion of being the discoverer of the North Pole 
have been met with the cold and unwavering statement that this 
evidence is withheld by contract with his publishers—which means 
that later on it will be doled out at so much per volume. 

This is the attitude of a very astute and thrifty American busi- 
ness man—not of a. world-heralded explorer, as society has gauged 
explorers since thé*dawn of civilization. 

It is, of course, the commander’s own prerogative to place such 
an epoch-marking vent as the location of the North Pole upon a com- 
mercial basis. But in so doing he has no just ground of complaint 
if the American public applies the same test, and professing itself 
“from Missouri,” asks to be “shown : 

Lieutenant Schackleton, of the British navy, recently planted the 
Union Jack nearer the South Pole than at any previous time in his- 
tory. But asa naval officer trained at public expense, the obligation 
to his government rested. upon his conscience. When he reached 
London he promptly turned his records over to-properly constituted 
authorities, for the inspection of all parties. 

In this respect, Commander Peary does not present a pleasing 
contrast. Although for years he has. prosecuted -his Polar searches 
by grace of the navy department, although his training and largely 
the influence that won the confidence of his backers came from that 
training, he has not yet seen fit fo submit his records to the gov- 
ernment. 

Even the behest of congress does not move him. When that 
body sought to obtain logical and satisfactory evidence upon which 
to accord him official recognition, ity was met with the same reply, 
rather commercially-tinged, that has. greeted unofficial inquirers. 

Under these conditions, congress is right in withholding’ any 
form of official recognition from Commander Peary. If he has se- 
lected the dollars-and-cents basis for the exploiting of an event un- 
paralleled in history, he must not complain 1f the public considers 
}his claims from the same cold and dispassionate angle. 

His bravery, his endurance and his persistence, no man doubts. 

Neither can any man deviate trom the method of arbitration 
fixed by the commander himself. fete 

In the world’s withholding ot that universal recognition due so 
glorious an achievement there is, of-course, an element of pathos. 
Men would like to have crowned so courageous, so indomitable 
character at once with laurels. 

That his case has not followed the precedent of immemorial hiss 
tory is a pathetic spectacle of the commander's own creating. How

LATE TRAINS AND MAIL FINES. 


It comes as a distinct shock to-learn that after the widespread 
agitation against late trains and demand for better observance of 
schedules. the postofiice department, which has been counted upon 
to render effective aid in this crusade, has ordered a dehberate 
‘about face.” 

The postmaster general appeared before a committee of con- 
gress and recommended that the provision for fines be not insisted 

upon. With the traveling public calling upon railway end govern- 
ment officials to cooperate in restoring schedules “more\honored in 
the breach than in the observance,” the action of the head of the 
postal department must cause surprise. 

Dispatches from Washington state that the net fines collected 
trom the railroads last year, as compared avith two years ago, de- 
creased 200 per cent. For 1908 the figures were $675,168.83. For 
the year 1909 they had shrunk to the insigificant proportions of 
$33,931.09. 

The only explanation is that such fines were doing no good, 
tiierefore, this corrective measure should be no longer tried. The 
tailroads were having a larger and larger number of trains late every 
year, and hence they ought not to be fined at all. Strange logic—
